Adoption by the federal prohibition 
department of Georgia of a_ policy 
whtereby the federal officers, in all 
cases possible, will turn over violators 
of the prohibition law to the state 
courts for prosecution instead of the 
federal courts, was disclosed Fridas 
in the offices of Fred D. Dismuke, fed 
eral prohibition director for Georgia. 

All agents of the Georgia prohibi 
tion department were instructed at 9 
recent meeting by Director Dismuk: 
to carry out this policy whenever pus- 
sible. It was pointed out that the 
change was made to relieve congestion 
in the federal courts, where hundreds 
of whisky cases clog the calendar each 
term. ” 

Penalties in the state courts for 
liquor violation are heavier, it was 
pointed out, the offense being a felony 
in the state courts and only a mis- 
demeanor in the federal courts. 

In the past hundreds of whisky 
¢éases have come into the federal court 
of northern Georgia, making it neces- 
sary for extra judges to be assigned 
to this district to relieve the conzes- 
tion. In the future instead of two 
cases—a state case and a federal ease 
—béeing made against the violator, 
only one case will be docketed, and 
this will be a state case wherever if 
is possible, it was said.

Two hundred and fifty-one thousand 
persons were visited between the 
hours of 2 and 4 oclock Friday by a 
( nvassing committee of nearly 4,000 
workers representing civic, business

COOLIDGE IS EXPLICIT 
IN EXPECTING PAYMENT 


Diplomatic Precedent 
Shattered in Touching 
on Unsettled Interna- 
tional Problem at Meet.

Washington, January 30.—Presi- 
dept Coolidge and “Emile Daeschner, 
the new French ambassador, took oc: 
casion at their first meeting today 
to exchange assurances that nations 
must be expected to pay their debts. 

Presenting his credentials at a for- 
inal white house ceremony, the am- 
bassador recalled that in the course 
ot their historic friendship, America 
and France had rendered one another 
mutual assistance. “thus paying to 
each other their debt of gratitude 
just as they are firmly solicitous, 
when occasion arises, of paying their 
inaterial debts.” 

In response, Mr. Coolidge made ref- 
ereuce to French aid to the American 
enlonies during the Revolution, and 
to American participation in the 
World war, and added: 

“Thus was paid the debt of grati- 
tude and, as you so rightly observe, 
both governments should experience 
deep satisfaction in their solicitude 
that material debts shall also be dis- 
charged.” 

Envoy Pays Tribute. 

What significance may lie behind 
the carefully-worded reference of the 
French envoy to “material debts” can 
only be conjectured; but when he left 
the white house a full-fledged ambas- 
sador, he gave visible evidence of his 
appreciation ef his country’s “debt of 
gratitude” by a trip to Arlington to 
place a wreath on the tomb of Ameri- 
ea’s Unknown Soldier. This tribute 
he paid in the name of the government 
of France, as his first official act in 
his capacity as ambassador, 

Ever since M. Daeschner’s appoint- 
ment to Washington there have been 
constantly recurring reports that he 
had been entrusted by his guvernment 
with a proposal that would advance 
toward settlement the vexed ques- 
tion of the French war debt to the 
But embessy offi-

In diplomatic and official cirgles 
it was pointed out tonight, however, 
that M. Daeschner had departed from 
the wsual practices of diplomacy by 
touching on an unsettled internation- 
al’ problem during a ceremony which, 
by long custom, ia expected to amount 
only to an exchange of amiable gen- 
eralities. 

Words Cause Surprise. 

To that extent, at least, his words 
caused surprise, and led officials and 
diplomatists to try to read between 
the lines in their search for whatever 
may be in the mind of the govern- 
ment at Paris. 

Neither was it overlooked that the 
ambassador suggested at another point 
in his address that the French people 
still were struggling to rebuild their 
devastated homes, ‘und that France 
looks to the United States to apply a 
spirit of “cooperation” not only to the 
general problem of world financial re- 
habilitation, but also to those ques- 
tions which are’ exclusively of French 
and ..merican concern. 

_ There also were touching references 
in the address to the close comrade- 
ship of France and the United States 
in the World war, forming a fitting

The ambassador's predictions were 
interpreted as a statement of the pol- 
icy which will guide him after he 
becomes the American secretary of 
state. Pledging himself to the con- 
templation of conferences to reduce 
the costs of preparedness, Kellogg 
urged Europe to remove the cauges of

Kellogg was the honor guest at a 
dinner also. attended by the Prince 
of Wales and Winston Churchill. 
His speech was his final public bow 
before relinquishing his post. 

“The Washington conference was 
one of the great accomplishments of 
modern times,” the ambassador said. 
“I believe that other conferences will 
follow, resulting in the reduction of 
armies and cessation of competitive 
arming. 

“We must remove the causes of 
war.

Berlin, January 30.—At a reception 
wt representatives of the foreign press 
rendered by the government press sec- 
ifen tonight, Chancellor Luther re- 
plied to the recent charges of Premier 
Ilerriot, of France, with regard to 
Germany. The chief burden of the 
chancellor’s speech was a flat denial 
that Germany was being secretly 
armed and that she constituted a men- 
ace to the security of France. 

Admitting that there might be 
minor irregularities, he asked: ‘‘Is 
Herriot ready to evacuate the north 
ern Rhineland forthwith after the re- 
moval of possible infractions of our 
disarmament obligations is -voueh- 
safed ?” 

The chancellor began his speech by 
revealing the uncertainties of post- 
wer cOnditions as long as the repara- 
tions problem remained political. The 
London conferenee, he observed, put 
the question on an economic basis, 
and the contending parties were 
brought together at the green table. 

Foundation Is Laid. 
‘The Dawes plan was adopted,” Dr,

construction of Europe.” 
But the London conference, in the 
erman government’s opinion, was 
net merely economic, he fontinuel.

The chancellor then protested vigor- 
ously against what he termed merely 
accusing Germany, without giving 
Germany full data which the govern- 
ment might examine and rebut. 

“The allies,’ he said, “assume the 
right to treat us as though we were 
standing at the bar of justice and 
handing out a verdict, while we kuuow 
nothing of the indictment or the 
evidence.” =F 

Taking up Premier Herriot’s spe- 
cific charges, Dr. Luther declared the 
possible drilling of several thousand 
students was negligible, in view of 
the fact that Germany had no aruis. 
The alleged finding of war materials 
was insignificant when compar 
with what actually had been de- 
stroyed by order of the allies and 
enumerated in the report of the allies. 
The chancellor promised, however, 
that the government would imme 
ldiately, remedy any, shortcomings or 
any failure to »bse the terms of 
the allies if a report on them was 
presented. 

Trained Police Necessary. 

Turning to the problem ut the po- 
lice, Dr. Luther explained that the 
internal situation in Germany de- 
manded well-trained police, and es- 
pecially if communism should giow 
stronger.

Anchorage, Alaska, January 30.— 
Less than 300 miles from his° goal, 
with 700 miles covered in the dra 
matie race over the frozen trail from 
Anchorage, Leonard Seppala is urg- 
ing on his team of 20 Siberian hus- 
vies who are carrying the diphtheria 
serum expected to save the lives of 
hundreds in Nome. 

Diphtheria continued to hold the 
famed mining camp in a grip of ter- 
ror, but the dog team, carrying the 
vital antitoxin, was forging steadily 
nearer Friday night. 

Men, dogs, airplanes and ships are 
new participating in the sprint with 
death, | 

The men are the hardiest of the 
north country—Bill Shannen, Leon- 
ard Seppala, Jim Kelland. They stand 
as fighters with long records of beat- 
ing the elements and mushing the 
snow-piled trails. 

The dogs are the 20 blue-eyed Si- 
berians. Their ancestors were picked 
for speed and endurance. Through 
generation after generation they have 
been bred and trained to meet the 
emergencies of the trail. Today these 
20 driven by Seppala are perhaps 
Alaska’s hardiest. 

The airplane will come from Fuir- 
banks. It is one of two privately- 
owned machines there. It will take 
te the air Saturday if possible to join 
Seppala in his race, and consequently 
may beat the, dogs to Nome. 

The ships are still in Seattle, but 
as quickly as it can be arranged, one 
or more vessels will start with a mil- 


pane to Lreak through the ice and 
land the cargo—a reserve supply of 
ammunition. 

Reports from Nome Friday said the 
diphtheria was gaming ground, chief- 
In among the Esquimaux living in 
and around the town.

Kelland pulled up at the relief sta- 
tion, let go the runners of his sled 
and passed a word to his dogs. His 
hands. were bleeding and almost frozen 
from the cold of 50 below zero. His

But he made no complaint. 

It was just a matter of minutes 
until Seppala and his team of huskies 
“mushed” away and disappeared from 
sight, towards Ruby. the next stop. 
Ruby was reached on Friday, and Fri- 
day night Seppala was reported only 
300 miles from Nome. 

The best mushing time known be- 
tween Nenana and Nome is nine days. 
Wagers were laid here today that the 
antitoxin relays would cut this to six 
days.

REGULAR AND RADICAL 


ROW FLARES UP AGAIN 


Washington, January 30.—The dis- 
pute between organization republic- 
ans .nd La Follette insurgents broke 
out afresh today in the house, Repre- 
sentative Longworth, the republican 
leader, stirring up another round of 
debate by declaring the Wisconsin del- 
egation, by its activity in the recent 
campaign, had forfeited the right to 
participate in party councils. 

About the same ‘‘me, it was made 
clear at the white huuse that the de- 
cision of -republican leaders in the 
house to exclude: frum the party or- 
ganization caucus February 12 mem- 
bers who did not support the national 
ticket in November had the approval 
of President Coolidge. 

Disclaiming any intention of “pun- 
ishing” the dozen followers of La 
Follette who are to be barred from ‘the 
party’s organization caucus February 
27, Mr. Longworth said it was the 
duty of house republicans to carry out 
the mandate of the people in the last 


election “unimpeded py enemies,” 

The republican leader expressed 
the hope that the insurgents would in 
time “rejoin the republican party and 
indicated that they would be welcome 
if they should see fit to do so.” 

With the exception of Representa- 
tive Nelson, of Wisconsin, who was 
Senator La Follette’s campaign man- 
ager, most of the insurgents were on 
the floor, some of them inturrupting 
Mr. Longworth to ask questions or to 
e&plain incidents he referred to. At 
the conclusion of his speech Represent- 
ative Laguardia, New York, one of 
the active members of the insurgent 
group, and Representative Browne, 
W isconsin, defended their activity in 
opposition to the republican national 
ticket. 

Asserting that the ten republican 
members at the house from Wisconsin 
“represent the entire electorate of the 
State, regardless of party,” Mr. 
Browne continued: 

“You cannot read the ten repub- 
lican representatives from Wisconsin 
out of the republican party without 
reading out nearly a half-million re- 
publican voters.” 

Mr. Longworth insisted that some 
of the Wisconsin representatives had 
campaigned outside their state in op- 
position to republican senatorial and 
congressional candidates. This state- 
ment brought protests from several 
Wisconsin members, who said the re- 
publican leader had been incorrectly 
informed as to their activity. 

Representative King, republican, 
Ijlinois, interrupted Mr. Longworth to 
recall that in 1912 he (King) had been 
denounced by Theodore Roosevelt “for 
being a hide-bound regular republican 
supporting Taft.” 

Mr. Longworth replied that the. in- 
surgents would have the same oppor- 
tunity to come back into the repub- 
lican party that was accorded mem- 
bers of the progressive movement in 
1912, and he asserted that if Theodore 
Roosevelt were living today he would 
be “an honest and sincere supporter 
of Calvin Coolidge.”

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New York, January 30.—Gaston B. 
Means, former department of justice 
agent, was found guilty by a federal 
court jury today on charges of con- 
spiring to bribe government officials 
and was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$10,000 and to serve a two-year peni- 
tentiary term. ° 

Thomas B. Felder, Means’ attorney, 
who was convicted of a similar charge. 
was fined $10,000. The sentences 
were imposed by Federal Judge Lind. 
ley after the jury had returned a 
sealed verdict which had found the 
defendants guilty but recommended 
clemency. The court denied motions 
to set aside the verdict on the ground 
that it was contrary to the weisht 
of evidence. 

Elmer W. Jarnecke, who was once 


private secretary to Means, and who 
pleaded guilty of conspiracy at open- 
ing of the trial, will be sentenced June 
3U, Judge Lindley said. The cou:zt 
said that he did not wish to impose 
sentence until Jarnecke’s appeal from 
a bootlegging conviction last July ha: 
been decided. Jarnecke was the chief 
witness against Means and Felder. 
To Appeal Case, 

Felder said he would immediately 
file an appeal. He expressed conti- 
dence -that the conviction would be 
revised by the circuit court of appeals 
and declared his innocence of the 
charge notwithstanding the verdict cf 
the jury. 

Means had nothing to say but his 
counsel said an appeal would also be 
filed ‘in his case. Means is already 
under sentence of two years and a 
fine of $10,000 for violation of the 
Volstead act, but today’s sentence, on 
the motion of Hiram CU, Todd, special 
u. S. attorney, is not to be concurrent 
with the previous. one. 

The verdict, returned by the first 
judge-picked jury to function in a 
federal court trial here, marks one of 
many high lights in the sensational 
career of Means. 

At intervals in the past eight years 
he figured in a series of episodes, 
ranging from trial for murder to ac- 
cusations of graft, in which tbe 
names of men prominent in public 
life were banded about. 

The present case got into the 
courts when a federal jury last March 
indicted Means, Felder and Elmer W. 
Jarnecke, who had been known as sec- 
retary to Means, on the justice ob- 
m@ruction conspiracy. charge. Officials 
of the Crager System, Inc., and the 
Glass Casket company, of Altoona, 
Pa., charged the trio with having ob- 
tained $65,000 from them on their 
representation that it would be spent 
in bribing high government officiais 
to call off their prosecution on charges 
of having used the mails in a stock 
fraud conspiracy. 

Seventeen of the more than 50 men 
involved subsequently were convicted 
and sentenced to penitentiary terms 
in Atlanta. It was after their con- 
viction that the Crager-Giass defend- 
ants complained and the indictment 
of the accused trio followed. 

The indictment charged, among 
some other things, that the defendants 
“eonspired to represent that Felder 
was a secret partner in the practice 
of the law with the attorney general 
of’ the United States (Harry M. 
Daugherty), and that Means was an 
officer and employee of the govern- 
ment, occupying a position of impor- 
tance in the department of justice.” 

Jarnecke Pleads Guilfy. 

With the opening of the trial 
January 5, Jarnecke changed his plea 
to guilty and became the govern- 
ment’s chief witness. He admitted 
having turned government agent and 
received $77 a week as salary. 

Jarnecke and Crager System offi- 
cials told of the manner.in which 
they alleged Megns, representing him- 
self as a man of influence with high 
government officials, had induced 
them to agree to pay $65,000 for 
bribery uses. Felder entered into the 
case when the agreement was reached, 
they said. It was to him, they 
claimed, that Means, with Jarnecke 
as go-between, had sent them. It 
was to Felder, likewise they said, 
that they had paid the larger por- 
tino of the, $65,000. 

Both Means and Felder took the 
stand to deny these tales. Felder— 
and several witnesses corroborated 
his testimony—said that he had re- 
ceived but $5.000 of the sum paid 
and this as his fee for representing 
certain of the defendants. He and 
other witnesses said that $24.000 of 
the sum had gone to Joseph O. Cos- 
ter, Chicago alderman and attorney, 
for some of the other defendants. 
Means was a colorful avitness, speak- 
ing with obvious familiarity of his 
acquaintance in high official Wash- 
ington. Other defense witnesses were 
former Attorney General Dangherty. 
William J. Burns and United States 
Attorney Hayward, who said that 
none of the defendant trio had ever 
approached them in a bribery matter. 

Shock to Felder. 

Both Means and Jarnecke were 
convicted of a bootlegging conspiracy 
by a federal court jury last July 1, 
for which the former was sentenced 
to two years in the Atlanta peuaiten- 
tiary, and a $10,000 fine, and Jar- 
necke received a similar term, with 
a $5,000 fine. Both their cases are 
on appeal. ; 

eans was defended in the trial by 
an attorney appointed by the court, 
as he had pleaded euch extreme 
poverty as to be unable to hire 
counsel. 

‘The verdict was a shock to Felder. 
a white-haired veteran attorney of 
42 years’ experience, who had cop- 
fidently expected to be exonerated. 
Felder and Means had arrived in 
court about 10 minutes before the 
verdict was read. 

Means, who had appeared nervous 
yesterday afternoon, seemed confi- 
dent this morning and was obyiously 
startled by the verdict.

Richmond, Va., January 30.—Vir 
ginia officials tonight were confident 
that relief for the beleaguered oyster 
industry of the state was in sight 
with the arrival of a telegram today 
from Isaac D. Rawlings, Lllinois direc- 
tor of public health, advising Gover- 
nor Trinkle that he was forwarding 
application blanks by which Virginia 
might obtain a temporary permit to 
ship oysters into Illinois. : 

Both the governor and the fisheries 
commissioner were of the opinion that 
a temporary lifting of the oyster em- 
bargo would result finally in the com- 
plete revocation of bans against the 
oyster from this state. 

Dr. Rawlings’ telegram came in re- 
sponse to a wire from Governor Trin- 
kle accepting the terms of the oyster 
control program formulated by Illi- 
nois. Under the temporary permit 
oyster shipments would be accompa 
nied with health certifjcates from the 
Virginia department. 

“While the temporary permits will 
bring great relief tu the industry.” 
Commissioner of Fiseries McDonald 
Lee declared tonight, “it is hoped that 
with the data already compiled by the 
Virginia committee attesting the pur- 
ity of Virginia oysters, complete lift: 
ing of the bans will follow the national 
program of control as sponsoréd by 
the Illinois authorities.” 


ILLINOIS NEARLY READY 
TO REMOVE EMBARGO. 

Baltimore, January 30.—Removal 
of the Illinois ban on Maryland oys- 
ters can be accomplished within a few 
davs, Dr. 8S. S. Winner, Illinois state 
epidemologist, told Governur Ritchie 
at a conference here tonight.

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Aboard IIl-Fated S-Boat 


Commander Bray Tells of 
Submarine’s Crash and 
Nerve-Wracking Period 
That Followed. 


Portsmouth, N. H., January 30.— 
After one of the most hazardous 12- 
hour “‘tricks” ever experienced on the 
New England coast, 35 members of 
the ill-fated submarine 8-48 were safe- 
ly quartered Friday night in the sub- 
nas barraaks of Portsmouth navy 
yard, 

Five members of the crew were laid 
up in the naval hospital, as a pre- 
caution against possible pneumonia 
that it was feared might follow their 
exposure during a blinding snowstorm 
which lashed the coast Thursday night 
aul sent their craft hurtling against 
a rocky reef at the entrance to Ports- 
mouth harbor. 

The 8-48, which will possibly have 
to he abandoned, was resting at a 
rakish angle on a mud bar in * Little 
Harbor,’ whence it had been almost 
miraculously propelled through a nar- 
row entrance by three giant waves 
which forced the submarine off the 
rocks on which it first grounded. 

The storm, which struck with all its 
fury just as the 8-48 was completing 
a trip from New London. Conn., and 
turned the underseas craft completely 
around just south of Portsmouth har- 
hor, was described by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Stewnrt E. Bray as “‘the wild- 
est I have ever encountered.” 

Tells Story of Storm. 

Commander Bray was in charge of 
the S-48, on at the time of the crash, 
and told his story as he lay bundled 
up on a little spare room cot bed in 
the home of Private and Mrs. James 
caretakers of Fort Stark, 
where the crew was landed. 

“The terrific gale drove us on the 
rocks in the outer harbor at 7:34 
last night,”’” Commander Bray said 
ns he sipped a steaming cup of Mrs. 
Jenson’s coffee. 

“Instantly we were ponnding 
aeninst the jagged rocks, and in a 
short time a hole was punched through 
the forward compartment. 

“At times we were tipped to an 
angle of more than 70 degrees. 

‘*After a heavy battering, suddenly 
three giant waves, in rapid succes- 
sion. lifted us completely off the 
rocks, and by one chance in a thou- 
sand sent the S-48 through a narrow 
entrance into Little harbor, sort of 
a land-locked lake. 

“There we again grounded on a 
mud bank, and there we stayed until 
tazen off by men from Wallis Sands 
Const Guard station at 8 a. m. today. 

“Before we were taken off, the 
water had leaked in enongh to reach 
the hatteries, the lights went out, and 
ehlorine gas began generating. 

Forced on Deck. 

“It was then we were forced up 
on deck into the storm, to escape the 
gas fumes, and following that we 
experienced our severest exposure. 

‘Along toward morning the sea 
moderated, coast guardsmen then man- 
azed to jocate us, and by 8 a. .m 
we were taken off.” 

The members of the crew, Com- 
mander Brav said. went through the 
ordeal “in Blne Book fashion,” but 
were forced to leave evérything aboard 
when they left—except Zack. a pet 
Airedale, and Beans, a bulldog, the

was taken to Portsmouth by a naval

We'll carry 
this to the court of appeals—to the 
supreme court at Washington, if nec- 
essary.” 

Crim Ndt In Court. 

John W. H. Crim a special assist- 
ant attorney general, who was in 
charge of ihe government's case, was 
not in the court when the verdict 
was read, having returned to New 
York as soon as the case went to 
th: jury because of the iNness of 
his wife. 

Ralp W. Potter, a Chicago attor- 
ney, who assiste] Crim. represented 
the government selene. He made no 
formal getatement, but expressed sat- 
isfaction at the verdict. 

The government’s case against 
Forbes and Thompson wae built al- 
most wholly around the testimony of 
Elias H. Mortimer, who admitted he 
himself had been a party to the con- 
spiracy. He was not brought to trial 
because, as a special agent of the 
department of justice, he agreed to 
testify against the two defendants. 

Mortimer’s testimony lasted more 
than two weeks, including cross-ex-, 
amination. 

In charging the jury Friday morn- 
ing, Judge Carpenter cautioned them 
reninst Mortimer’s testimony, point- 
ing out that he was an “admitted 
aecomplice” and therefore his words 
should be carefully scrutinized. The 
defense accepted these words as a 
strong point in its favor and was 
confident of an acqnittal until the 
moment the.clerk read the verdict. 

Charges Against Wife. 

Mortimer irsisted on interspersing 
h’s testimony with charges of alleged 
intimicies between Colonel Forbes 
and Mrs. Mortimer. In testifying to 
a bribe alleged to have been paid 
Mori:mer by Thompson, the govern- 
ment’s “star” witness told of going 
ida a room in a Chicago hotel one day 
‘uring the spring of 1922, where he 
found Mrs. Mortimer and Forbes 
“shooting craps” on’ the bed. 

It was at this time, aceording to 
Mortimer’s testimony, that he gave 
Forbes $5,000—a little “present” from, 
Thompson. The transaction, accord- 
‘ng to Mortimer, took place in a bath- 
room. Mortimer himself kept $10,- 
000, which he described as his 
‘share,”’ 

Late in the trial, the defense pro- 
duced a letter written by Mortimer to 
his wife, in which he denied ever hav- 
ing mistrusted her. and asserted he 
had “always held her in highest es- 
teem.” The letter, according to the 
defense, gave the lie to much of Mor- 
tomer’s testimony. 


Indicted Last Winter. 


Forbes and Thompson were indicted 
in Chicago last winter following an 
investigation of the. veterans’ bureau 
in Washington before a special com- 
mittee, at which Mortimer was the 
“star’ witness. He charged Forbes 
with receiving bribes from Thompson 
in return for which Thompson was 
given contracts to build veterans’ hos- 
pitals. 

At the end of the senate hearing, 


John W. H. Crim, aesistant attorney 


general, came to Chicago, where he 
presented the government’s case-to the 
federal grand jury Indictments were 
returned charging the two men with 
bribery and conspiracy to defraud. 

At that time Harry M. Daugherty 
was attorney general of the United 
States. Just before the indictments 
were returned he made a hasty trip to 
Chicago. 

The trial did not start until Novem- 
ber 24, 1924. It was decided to try 
the defendants on the conspiracy in- 
dictments. Approximately 64 wit- 
nesses were called by both sides and 
the records show that 612 exhibits 
were entered.

suggestions from President Coolidgé 
in the preparation of their report on 
the Underwood bill providing for the 
lease of Muscle Shoals. 

Chairman Keyes, of the conferees, 
declared that since the measure would 
turn the property over to the presi- 
dent, they expected to consult with 
him in an effort to handle the legis- 
jation in line with his views. 

At the request of the executive, Sec- 
retaries Weeks and Hoover sat to- 
day with the conferees in the capacity 
of advisers. 

Fundamentally, the chairman said, 
the bill appeared to be satisfactory, 
but some changes would be made in 
its fertilizer section, which was under 
close scrutiny at today’s conference. 

Cabinet Members Needed. 

The presence of the two cabinet 
members was desirabie, spokesmen for 
the conferees asserted, because the 
Muscle Shoals question involved many 
technical details. The advice of Sec- 
retary Weekes was sought, it was said, 
becanse the bill essentially was a 
national defense proposition and the 
war department had constructed the 
property. 

Secretary Hoover gave the conferees 
the benefit of his engineering experi- 
ence and the investigations he had 
conducted in the production of nitro- 
gen and power. 

After today’s méeting, Chairman 
Keves declared the cabinet officers 
and the conferees were both anxious 
to get Muscle Shoals legislation en- 
acted at this session of congress, and 
the conferees were pushing ahead with 
the hope of making an early report. 

Change Fertilizer Sections. 

TYe indicated that the conference 
expected to change the profits on 
tertilizer of the producer from 1 per 
cent of the cost of production to 
8 per cent, as contained in the original 
Underwood bill, but altered by amend- 
inent of Senator McKellar, democrat, 
Tennessee. 

In fact. it is reported that the con- 
ferees will rewrite the entire fertilizer 
seetion, which was lifted bodily from 
the Norris government operation meas- 
ure. At the time the section was 
included in the bill, Senator Under- 
wood, democrat, Alabama, author of 
the measure, announced in the senate 
that he hoped this provision would 
be modified. 

Other Changes Small. 

Outside of the fertilizer section, the 
conferees believe any other changes 
will be of a’ less important nature. 
The solons were tnderstood to be not 
widely apa it on the provisions of the 
bill, and thé plan tonight was to re- 
nort the measure with the conference 
changes before the senate and hoise 
vext week for final action. 

Secretary Weeks. who had stated 
when the Muscle Shoals question was 
before the senate that he preferred 
the Wadsworth substitute to refer 
the subject to a commission, was rep- 
resented today as not opposed fo the 
Underwood bill and to favor its pas- 
sage with some modifications. 

The conference will continue 
sessi-n tomorrow. 


WAR FRAUD CASES 
DROPPED BY STONE 
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Baltimore and Chicago, and James A. 
Mears, of Boston and Springfield, 
Mass. 

They were indicted by the federal 
grand jury here in December, 1922, 
on a charge of conspiracy to defraud 
the United States by prejudicing the 
orderly administration of laws and 
regulations promulgated under them. 

Officials declined to say at this 
time what the course of the govern- 
ment with respect to the case in the 
future would be. All the men in- 
volved were members, or associated 
with the council of national defense, 
an agency of the government that 
wielded tremendous power and influ- 
ence in shaping America’s war plans. 
Their association with that agency, it 
was charged in the indictment, was 
the basis of operations from which 
nearly 50 “overt acts” were alleged 
to have been committed. 

In directing abandonment of pros- 
ecution from Justice Hoebling’s de- 
cision, Mr. Stone gave the results of 
a study of all the facts in the goy- 
ernment’s investigations. 

“The attorney general,” said a for- 
mal statement, “reached the conclu- 
sion, after a careful examination of all 
the facts in the prosecution of the 
government, that the indictment did 
not state a crime and that, inasmuch 
as the indictment was not in such 
form as to sufficiently advise the de- 
fendants as to what they were called 
upon to answer, he felt that, in view 
of the moral and official duty resting 
upon the attorney general the appeal 
should not be prosecuted.” 


Brought by Daugherty. 


The indictment was the first of 
the kind to be returned as a result of 
the investigations directed by former 
Attorney General Daugherty imme- 
diately after he took office. It 
charged that the seven defendants had 
“conceived the fraudulent scheme” of 
getting control of the government’s 
emergency construction program for 
their own and their friends’ benefit. 

The defendants entered a demurrer 
to the indictments when the cases 
were called for trial, claiming they 
could not know from the indictments 
the charges they must meet in the 
trial. Justice Hoehling agreed with 
their contentions and federal counsel 
asked and received an extension of 
time to consider their course, vith 
the result announced today. 

The indictments, returned Dercem- 
ber 30, 1922, and applying to all of 
the defendants alike, charged’ that 
contractors, their agents, friends, en- 
gineers, architects and officers of the 
government conspired to set up a sys- 
tem profitable to the contractors and 
prejudicial to the government, and to 
control the giving of contracts to 
friends, associates and clients, past 
and prospective. It was charged that 
the emergency construction committee 
of the council of national defense was 
used as the vehicle for carrying »ut 
the plan, and that the men named 
had used their membership on the 
council’ to influence other  govern- 
ment officials.

IN EXCHANGE OF SPEECHES. 
Washington, January 30.—Follow- 

ing is the text of the exchange of ad- 

dresses at the white house today by 


President Coolidg2 and the French am- 
bassador. Emile Daeschner. M. 
Daeschner said: 

“I have the honor to place in your 
hands the letters by which I am 
accredited to you in the capacity of 
ambassador extraordinary and pleni- 
potentiary of the French republic. 

“You will find therein, together 
with the expression of the personal 
greetings of the president of the re- 
public to you, further, evidence of 
the earnest concern of France and her 
government in the maintenance and 
development of the relations of inti- 
mate and ancient friendship between 
our countries that have been cement- 
ed by the trials and sacrifices at once 
painful and glorious that they have 
jointly undergone. 

“France treasures sincerely the 
memory of the magnificent effort on 
the part of the American people, to 
which bear testimony the graves of 
the heroes who rest near Chateau ' 
Thierry and in the Argonne, and the 
people of an entire region of France, 
who, after six years of peace, must 
still labor in the reconstruction of 
their homes, destroyed by the war, 
bear deep gratitude to the numberless 
American donors of whose inexhaust- 
ible generosity they still have daily 
evidence. 


History Often Repeats. 


“History, which often repeats itself 
im, the life of peoples, has demonstrat- 
ed that France and America have in 
turn extended to each other, at crucial 
moments in their existence, mutual 
and efficacious assistance, thus paying 
to each other their debt of gratitude 
just as they are firmly solicitous. 
whenever the case arises, of paying 
their material debts. 


“But the effort which America and 
France put forth in the joint defense 
of the principles of liberty and inde 
pendénce, which constitute the funda- 
mental aspirations of great democratic 
states, can be continued usefully in 
the study of the problems on a 
togeth@r with the maintenance 
peace, the restoration of the world’s 
financial balance depends. 


“Daily events show how closely the’ 
interésts of nations are now interde- 
pendent. The progress achieved in 
every branch of science bas done away 
with the distance that separated them, 
the world more and more moves to- 
ward general colloboration. The aus 
picious beginnings of the plan. of fi- 
nancial organization recently put inte 
operation valuable 
is the tion of. 
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continue, whether in general matters 
or in the consideration of questions 
in which our two countries are ex- 
clusively interested. You may be as- 
sured that I shall spare no effort in 
carrying to a successful issue, with 
the assistance you extend to me, the 
high mission with which I have been 
entrusted and the great importance 
and honor of which I fully realize.” 


President Replies. 


Prestdent Coolidge replied: 

“It has given me pleasure to re- 
ceive your excellency as the repre- 
sentative of the French republic to 
the government of the United States 
of America. 

“IT appreciate your reference to the 
uninterrupted friendship which has 
existed between our countries since 
the birt) of the American nation. 
The kindly support which sgwas re- 
ceived in our struggle for indepen- 
dence developed into a permanent 
friendship, and it was the privilege 
of millions of young Americans to 
fight side by side with the heroic 
soldiers of France in defense of lib- 
erty. Thus was paid the debt of 
gratitude and as you so rightly ob- 
serve, both governments should ex- 
perience deep satisfaction in their 
solicitude that material debts shall 
also be discharged. Friendship based 
upon clear understanding must and 
will endure always. 

“In the relations of nations, which, 
like individuals, possess sharply de- 
fined characters as well as individual 
faith ands aspirations, complete 
accord may not at all times obtain, 
but during the vears of happy and of 
tragic history through which France 
and America have passed, such tem- 
porary disagreements as may have 
arisen denote no profound divergence 
of view toward the fundamental is- 
sues of life. They are merely indi- 
vidual interpretations of those funda- 
mentals, easily to be reconciled and 
productive of increased respect one 
for the other if faced with patience 
and tact and good will. 

Problems Always Arise. 

“Tn the relations between nations, 
problems inevitably arise which re- 
quire for their solution a spirit of 
loyal and practical collaboration. 
With the historie friendship and tra- 
ditional good will between our two 
nations as an enduring basis, we look 
to the future with that fifm assur- 
ance which the past has so amply 
justified. 

“Tl am sure, Mr. Ambassador, that 
our two nations will continue to work 
together for whatever is good of re- 
port, for world peace based on mutual 
respect, for even greater international 
understanding. I am glad therefore 
to welcome you. certain that you will 
be a faithful interpreter of France 
to America and of America to France, 
to assure you of our happiness in hav- 
ing you with us, and of our willing- 
ness in all matters of common inter- 
est te cooperate with yeu.” 


OFFERS $25,000 PRIZE 
FOR PARIS-U. S. FLIGHT 


New York, January 30.—Raymond 
Orteig, native of krance and proprie- 
tor of two French hotels here, today 
offered a $25,000 prize to the winner 
of a non-stop airplane flight from 
Paris to New York, a distance of 
about 3,600 miles. : 

The offer was based upon a cable 
dispatch which said that tke French 
under-secretary cf state for aeronau- 
tics was organizing the flight, to be 
made with a 500-horsepower eéingle 
motor monoplane. The weight of 
such a machine was estimated at five 
and one-half tons with three and one- 
half tons of the total consisting of 
gasoline and oil. 

Mr. Orteig. an aviation enthusiast 
and friend of many French aviators, 
made a similar offer in 1919 to the 
Aero club of America.

New York, January 30.—Consoli- 
dation and unification of the electric 
light and power companies of the 
West Penn system within the states of 
West Virginia, Ohio and Maryland, 
was announced today by A. M. Lynn, 
president of the West Penn  com- 
panies, 

The consolidation has .been effect- 
ed by a transfer to the Monongahela 
West Penn Public Service company, 
the control of the Brooke Electric 
company, Maryland Power company, 
Parsons Electric company, West Vir- 
ginia Public Service company, Saint 
Mary’s Power and Light company and 
the West Maryland Power company. 
The enlarged Monongahela system 
will continue under the same man- 
agements with headquarters at Fair- 
mont, W. Va. Financial details of 
the transaction were not disclosed.

MEANS AND FELDER. 

That Gaston B. Means should have 
been found guilty of conspiracy to 
bribe government officials, the ver- 
dict of the jury in the United States 
district court in New York Friday, 
ig not surprising. 

For many years, since he first 
came into notoriety as a defendant 
in a North Carolina court in con- 
nection with the death of a rich 
Chicago woman whose financial af- 
fairs he managed, until the verdict 
of Friday, Means’ escapades have 
been nauseating to a decent public, 
and an association and connection 
with him in any degree, even in a 
purely professional capacity, was a 
handicap to overcome, certainly in 
public opinion. 

That Thomas B. Felder, former 
prominent Georgian, should have 
been found guilty of the same 
charges, even in a less degree of 
culpability, is disappointing to many | 
old friends in Georgia who had 
hoped that he would be able to 
establish complete innocence of any 
criminal connection with, or even 
knowledge of, any shady financial 
transactions. 

There are scores of his old friends 
in Georgia today who believe that 
Felder, the attorney, is more a vic- 
tim of circumstances than a con- 
Spirator of crime. 

However that may be, any asso- 
ciation, even professionally, with a 
man of the Gaston Means type, 
would be an indiscretion of the most 
Serious nature; and an implication 
In wrong could hardly be escaped, 
in public thought at least, if such 
an association should be indefinitely 
- continued. 

It is distressing to think that a 
man may spend 40 years of life in 
the honorable practice of an hon- 
Orable profession to find himself 
facing the sunset in such company, 
and under the dark shadows of such 
a conviction. It is hoped that he 
may yet be able to establish his in- 
nocence. 

It was an ill day when Tom 
Felder opened the doors of his law 
. office for service to such a notorious 
vandal of common decency as the 
‘North Carolinian to whose native 
_ State, one of the greatest in the 
»union, he fs notoriously a disgrace.

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THE TIDE SWEEPS ON. 


When the ordinance committee | 


of council went on record Thurs- 
day, by unanimous vote, to drastical- 


ly restrict the sale of pistols in At- 
lanta, it took a decided forward 
step in abetting the present flood- 
tide movement in this country to en- 
tirely outlaw this instrument of 
homicide and misery. 

That council will adopt the pro- 
posed ordinance is assured, It pro- 
vides that pistols can be sold only 
on permits voted by the city coun- 
cil and approved wy the mayor, and 
imposes a heavy penalty for viola- 
tions. 

As a regulatory measure only, 
being merely a step toward the final 
complete barring of pistols from any 
but officers of the law, the ordi- 
nance, if adopted, will go a long way 
toward improving crime conditions 
in Atlanta. 

It is fresh in the memory of At- 
lantans that a young man of posi- 
tion and promise only recently 
Stepped into a nearby shop while 
fired by an impulse to kill, pur- 
chased a cheap but deadly pistol, 
and in a few moments had snuffed 
Out the life of a young woman, 
wrecked two homes and destroyed 
his own happiness, and’ may pay 
with his life. Had the pistol pur-: 
chase not been convenient the trag- 
edy would not have occurred. The 
impulse would have passed. 

This is one illustration of many 
Similar, or closely related cases, oc- 
curring in Georgia every month— 
and in this country every day. 

The wave of public approval of 
The Constitution’s campaign against 
the pistol continues to gather. On 
Thursday the executive committée 
of the Georgia Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation went whole-heartedly on 
record, 

This resolution was introduced by 
Mrs. Howard C. McCutcheon, of 
Atlanta, and was unaaimously adopt- 
ed by the committee. It follows: 


“Resolved, That state executive 
board of Georgia Branch of the Na- 
tional Congress of Parehts and Teach- 
ers go on record as endorsing the 
campaign of Atlanta Constitution 
against the carrying of firearms and 
of the sale of pistols.” 

Throughout the state various 
groups of citizens, civic and trade 
clubs, church boards, women’s or- 
ganizations, all, are adopting similar 
resolutions, and entering militantly 
into the great fight. 

It is a tide that no force can ar- 
rest, and the Georgia legislature will 
undoubtedly act with promptness 
and decision when it convenes in 
mid-summer,

Tikon 
in Prison. 


Patriarch Tikon, head of the old 
Russian orthodox church, has been 
rearrested. Secret police recently 
entered an old monastery near Kielff 
and found, besides a tremendous 
hoard of jewels, gold coin and treas- 
ures, a mass of documentary evidence 
showing that there existed a counter- 
revolutionary conspiracy among the 
clergy in which Tikon is implicated. 
This is the official charge. During 
the previous trial of the patriarch it 
could not be proven that he was an 
out-and-out opponent of the new re- 
gime. He opposed the requisition of 
church treasures during the famine, 
but only from the point of view that 
the church should dispose of its own 
treasures and administer religf from 
the proceeds. He is said to have 
welcomed the revolution, in so far as 
it also regenerated the Russian 
church and gave it back some of its 
vigor. Of all the prelates of the Rus- 
sian church he was considered the 
most liberal, and for that reason he 
was appointed ptimate of Russia 
under the Kerensky regime. His 
modern outlook was probably ac- 
quired during his Jong sojourn in the 
United States, where he was bishop, 
with headquarters at San Francisce 
for many years. Ile has been de- 
scribed even by the reds as a sincere 
man. But he clings to the splendor 
of gold and silver and gorgeous vest- 
ments and elaborate rituals. By that 
he shows that he is also somewhat 
of a student of human nature. Noth- 
ing impresses the mind like the 
solemn. magnificence and dignity of 
a creedal church. The very sight of 
priests in measured step swinging 
censers, genuflecting in unison, the 
lifting of high sacred objects in mys- 
tic ritual, did more to eonquer and 
civilize our savage and _. primitive 
forebears in the forests of Gaul. 
Germania and Britain than any 
long-winded homilies.

Story of 
the ‘“‘Night Watch.” 


Among the five valuable paintings 
brought to American recently is the 
“Portrait of a Man,” by the famous 
master, Frans Hals. A critic in de- 
scribing the picture says of tha 
painter: “He at least took no_liber- 
ties in favor of his sitters.” This 
ig true not only of Frans Hals, but 
generally of all the masters of the 
Flemish and Dutch schovls. There 
is no attempt to glorify the objects 
under execution, with Rembrandt, for 
instance. He is a realist, but no less 
the master of them all for that. His 
realism often cost Rembrandt dearly. 
His most famous painting, “The 
Night Watch,” which is on view in 
the Rijks museum at Amsterdam in 
a specially-constructed room, with a 
lighting apparatus that properly :c- 
centuates the nuances and sombre 
colors, is an example. ‘The picture 
was ordered by the officers of the 
militia regiments sfationed in Amster- 
dam. The sittings took place, and 
the good burghers donned their best 
cloth and their gayest scarfs and col- 
lars in order to impress _ posterity 
with their importance and _ wealth. 
When Rembrandt had finished the 
painting and showed them the com- 
pleted masterpiece, the officers walk- 
ed off in disgust. There was nothing 
to show the fine tunics and expensive 
hats, nor the elaborately-wrought 


sword handles. One of the officers 
called out in derision: “It looks like 
the night watch.” And as the “night 
watch” posterity, has known it, ad- 
mired it and considered it one of the 
most priceless masterpieces of the tm- 
mortal Van Rijn. 


Royal 
Reunion. 


Great significance is attached in 
neutral countries, in France and not 
least of all in Cermany, to the forta- 
coming meeting between members of 
the Hohenz»liern family and de- 
-cendante of the house of Wittelsbacn. 
(scar, son of Kaiser William, wil 
represent the first family and Rup 
precht, of Bavaria, the second. For 
centuries the two reigning houses have’ 
teen hostile to and suspicious of each 
other. Even Eismarck had his doubts 
whether the Buvarians would approve 
of his famous coup at Versailles in 
1871, when he proclaimed William, 
king of Prussia, German emperor. He 
fenred that the Bavarians would never 
submit to the hegemony of the Hohen- 
zollerns in a confederated Germany. 
The Wittelbachs, descendants of the 
Hohenstauffens and the Welfs, cdun- 
sider themselves the rightful pre- 
tenders to the imperial throne of Ger- 
many. They are an older family than 
the Hapsburgs even, but consider the 
Hohenzollerns of Prussia nothing 
more than “usupers, heretics and 
aliens.” The significance of the con- 
ciliation, which is to be staged in the 
utmost secrecy in Nuremberg, lies in 
the fact that it will mean a consolida- 
tion of the monarchist elements in 
Germany. Since the exile of William, 
the Bavarian dynasty has again fos- 
tered hope of rising to imperial diz- 
rity. Ludendorff and Von Hittier 
even went to the extent of trying to 
nfomote the idea with an armed up- 
1ising. Yet they found no response 
among the Prussian monarchists for 
his change. Jn the north the junkers 
Sil adhere to the MHohenzollerns. 
What they are going to do in Nurem- 
berg next week or so is the creation 
of a solid monarchist front against 
what they please to call the ‘‘demo- 
cratic dirt.” 


Garibaldi 
A Suspect. 


Pepino Garibaldi, grandson of “the 
hero of the boldest and most romantic 
exploits outside the romances of Alex- 
andre Dumas,” is ‘not an’ orthodox 
fuscist and Mussolini has said that 
he ought to be watched. The name 
Jeribaldi ones was symbolic of fer- 
vent and noble patriotism in Italy 
and equivalent with love of freedon 
elsewhere in the world.

POINTERS ON TAKING THE 


AIR. 
Ben Franklin tells in one of his 
letters about the benefits of taking 
the air au naturel. it was his cus- 


tom when he got up, painfully early 


in the morning—about the time some 
of us are just getting -mugly settled 
in bed—to sit about Ais room read- 
ing or writing in that unadorned 


state. I can’t quote the great philoso- 
pher precisely—I don't want to look 
it up now, because ev time I try 
to look anything up in B. Franklin's 
book [ get inte a quarrel with him 
and forget what 1 was after—but he 
considered the morning air bath a 
good healthful habit, and I think he 
was right about it, only*that I should 
counsel a livelier bath. 

It seems pretty chilly sitting 
around for hours on end these winter 
mornings. Unless one is very senile 
or physically disabled it seems nat- 
ural to splash around in the air more 
or less while taking the hath. 

As a bathing medium the air has 
many points of superiority over the 
fluid usually employed. It is _ re- 
freshing aad cleansing even when 
quite cold. It may be used in any 
room or outdoors if you liké. It does 
not leave the skin harsh, dry, irrita- 
ble or itchy, as does water, for so 
many in the winter. One need have 
no anxiety-about getting it in the 
ears. If obsessed ever so slightly 
about “taking cold,” surely one need 
not hesitate about going out after 
an air bath. 

The ideal plan is to select a suit- 
able number of exercises or stunts 
or dance steps which call for a rea- 
sonable amount of agility and endur- 
ance, and then executing each move- 
ment a sufficient number of times 
in the course of your morning air 
bath. It is interesting enough to 
note how your agility and endurance 
are gradually increased by faithful 
daily practice; how the stunt that 
was difficult to do half a dozen* times 
at first is now comparatively easy 
to do a score of times: and how your 
general ambition or vim or _ inde. 
fatigability is gradually built up by 
so doing your stuff au naturel, 

Franklin stretched his bath out in- 
terminably, according to his descrip- 
tion. It would be a fine thing for 
health if we could all go for hours 
every day without clothes, but owing 
to the laws and ordinances it isn’t 
done to any noticeable extent except 
on the stage. Even a five-minute 
air bath, if taken with enough com- 
|motion. is well worth while. In fact 
I should estimate that a five-minute 
active air bath is equivalent to a 30- 
minute still one. 

Some people have a strong convic- 
tion that it is necessary- to rub the 
skin more or less when taking an air 
hath. It is quite all right if you wish 
to use friction with a rough towel or 
brush or anything like that. But I 
believe general exercise is not so 
readily obtainnble in that way as it 
is by means of regular ecalisthenic or 
gymnastic movements. The massage 
an individual can give himself scarce- 
ly counts when weighed against the 
henefits he ean get from exercise. If 
he is physically unable to exercise 
actively, then friction is a second 
choice. 

Lucky is the individual who has 
an open air place where he can take 
his morning air bath. But in lien of 
that, any room will do if two windows 
are opened.

BY BLAM FRANKLIN DEMPSEY __ 


Text, “For our conversation is in 
heaven.” —Phil. 3:30. 

The word conversation in this text 
is better translated citizenshi-, as we 
find it indicated in the revised version 
of the scriptures. 

Paul is discussing the perfect 
Christian life and is pointing out the 
Christian participation in the power 
of Christ’s resurrection. 

His argument is somewhat as fol- 
lows: 

Since we are citizens of the kingdom 
of heaven, we receive from that king- 
dom our position and our privileges; 
also to that kingdom we are under ob- 
ligation of loyal conformity to its 
standards, both of inward feelings and 
outward conduct. 

Our citizenship being in heaven, we 
should live heavenly lives governed by 
heavenly motives, but surrounded as 
we are by the kingdom of sin, whose 
standards, motives and deportment are 
the exact reverse of those of the king- 
dom of heaven, we are constantly in 


danger of lowering ourselves by com- 
promise toward the sinful standard. 

John Ruskin, writing from the eth- 
ical point of view, has stressed the 
need of some aid by which men in the 
unguarded hours of peace may retain 
something of the concert-pitch of 
higher feelings and motives which be- 
come habitual during times of war. 

The great essayist very skillfully 
points out a need, but poorly supplies 
a remedy. 

The real remedy for relaxed fidelity 
to the highest standard and motives is 
the constant practice of prayer. 

The hour of prayer dispels the -in- 
ister charm of the world and makes 
clear and real the pure beauty of the 
motives, standards and objectives of 
the kingdom of heaven. 

Without constant, even unceasing 
prayer, we who have our citizenship 
in heaven are sure to compromise 
with a lower citizenship of sin which 
surrounds us so closely and solicits 
us so incessantly and so plausibly.

He bel‘eved, however, that 
every one of them, except those re- 
quired for subsistence work in pris- 
ens, should be taught to do some work 
and that the only method by which 
that could be accomplished would be 
by giving them practical training. 
Expand Duck Mill. 

With reference to Atlanta prison, 
Mr. White mentioned that the cotton 
duck mill had “more than paid its 
own way,’ and suggested that its 
functions ehould be expanded. He 
mentioned that at present the canvas 
made there and supplied ty the post- 
office for mail bags may us well be 
turned into finished bags there in- 
stead of being skipped to Washing- 
ton. The duck mill, he believed, also 
should have a Lleaching plant at- 
tached to avoid shipping much of 
the wider weaves to bleaching plants 
a thousand miles away, thus forcing 
freight and other handling charges 
that he asserted should not be charged 
against the commodity. 

The Leavenworth prison soon will 
have a shoe factory added to its 
plant, and Mr. White thuught there 
could be another industry or two in 
addition that would produce some- 
thing for which the government pur- 
chasing agents now pay larger prices 
in the open markets. He said his 
inquires here had developed the fact 
that the government used more than 
half a million brushes of various kinds 
in a year, and he believed the federal 
prisoners could moke such an article 
as well as privately employed persons 
with a resultant saving to the govern: 
ment. 

Will Make Survey. 

“There are countless other articles 
which the government buys in big 
quantities,’ he added. “With the co- 
operation of the budget bureau, we 
hope to determine which among them 
could be produced in the federal pris- 
ons and particulorly are we giving 
consideration to the MeNeil Island 
prison where the convicts are doing 
little, if anything.’’ 

Mr. White snid he could not offer 
a suggestion ag tw the line of effort 
to which the prisoners there could be 
put because of a lack of knowledge 
of conditions. He proposed, how 
ever, to use the experience he had 
gained in industrializing Sing Sing 
and Hart’s Island prisons in New 
York in building industries in the 
federal institutions.

articles as castor oil, turpentine, 
spool cotton, epsom salts, thread, and 
other similar articles, payment. of 
both taxes is required. Those articles 
are carried only for convenience of 
customers, they stated, and in most 
cases, profits are not sufficient to 
pay for the licenses. 

It was represented § that chain 
stores are not forced to pay such 
taxes, and that in many of the chain 
grocery stores, meats are sold without 
a proper license. It is also charged 
that drug stores handle many lines 
of goods without paying taxes, and 
that practically every drug store and 
soda fountain sells sandwiches and 
other refreshments in v.olation of the 
ordinance which provides that to sell 
any prepared foods other than peanut 
butter sandwiches, a restaurant li- 
cense is needed. 

The grocers pointed out that it is 
manifestly unfair to assess taxes on 
articles carried in stock merely for 
convenience of customers, and to al- 
low other stores to make profits on 
goods sold in direct violation of the 
laws. 

Favor Lower Fee. 

The committee voted favorably on 
a request of several persons engaged 
in commercial letter writing, or mul- 
tigraphing business, for a lower li- 
cense fee, and instructed the city 
clerk to draw up an ordinance for 


presentation to council Monday 
which would place multigraphing as 
a separate classification, and fix .the 
license fee at S30 a year. 

At present, it was explained, all 
unclassified businesses must pay a 
license fee of $60 annually, and the 
multigraphing business is not now 
under a separate classification. 

Nominations of C. A. Henson and 
A. S. Eberhardt as clerks in the tax 
assessor's office, and of H. S. Kaler 
as special tax investigator in the 
same office, were approved by the 
committee. Approval of nominations 
of two other clerks, however, was 
held up on the grounds that tax re- 
geipts for two years were not pre- 
sented with their applications. 

The committee also instructed the 
tax assessors to post a copy of the 
ordinance preventing employees of 
that office from selling written in- 
formation concerning real or personal 
property, as shown by the tax books. 
Each employee of the office will be 
furnished with a copy of the ordi- 
nance, and tax assessors were or- 
dered to enforce it rigidly.

Washington, January 30.— The 
senate banking committee was told 
today by Charles A. Hinch, a Cin- 
cinnati banker, that unless congress 
passed the McFadden bank bill or 
similar legislation many national 
banks would be forced to seriously 
consider surrender of their charters.

PASSED BY SENATE 


Washington, January 30.—The sen- 
ate today passed the postal pay and 
rate increase bill shortlw after house 
leaders had served notice they would 
ask for his immediate return to 
that body on the ground that it was 
revenue-raising legislation, and as 
such could be initiated only in the 
house under the constitution. 


Keturn of the bill to the senate, 
if effected by the house, will make 
it necessary, in order to enact it, for 
the house to initiate the legislation, 
pass it and send it to the senate for 
repassage. The measure has yet to 
be considered by the house postoffice 
committee and some time is expected 
to elupse before it makes a report 
to the house, 

Representatives Longworth, Ohio, 
and Garrett, Tennessee, the republi- 
can aud democratic leaders, respec- 
tively, both declared against accept- 
ance of the bill from the senate, an: 
were supported by the unanimous 
opinion of a house ways and means 
subcommittee that the measure con- 
situated, through its rate increases, 
revenue-raising legislation, despite 
the senate opinion that it had the 
right to act first on the bill as ex- 
pressed in votes dgfeating proposals 
by Senator Swanson, democrat, Vir- 
ginia, to eliminate the rate section. 

As passed, the bill provides for the 
same increases to postal employees, 
effective as of July 1, 1924, as were 
carried in the pay bill approved at 
the last session, but vetoed by Presi- 
dent Coolidge It would mean an 
average increase of $500 annually in 
the salaries, 

Revised rate schedules affecting 
practically every class of mail also 
are provided to meet the salary raises, 
although the recommendations of the 
postoffice department for increases 
in these rates were greatly modified, 
particularly in the second class, 

Senator Moses, republican, 
Hampshire, in charge of the bill. 
estimated foday that the rate in- 
creases approved would raise about 
$40.000,000 additional revenue an- 
nually, while the salary section calls 
for an expenditure of about $68,000,- 
000 additional each year. 

The only amendment making a 
change in the measure, which was 
adopted, reduced the proposed two 
cents’ service charge on parcel post 
packages to one cent. This cost 
$9.000.000 in revenue, Senator Moses 
said, declaring the action “fatal.” It 
was adopted on motion of Senator 
McKellar, democrat, Tennessee, by a 
vote of 40 to 39. 

The vote on final passage was 70 
to &, with four republicans and four 
democrats opposing. Several who 
voted for the bill declared in debate 
today, however, they would do so only 
heeause of the provision for salary 
invreases, and in spite of the revised 
rite schedules. ‘Those who voted 
against it were Senators Borah, Brook- 
hart, Norbeck and Norris, republicans, 
and Glass, Harrison, Swanson and 
Underwood, democrate. 

The bill was whipped into shape 
early in this season prior to a vote 
on President Coolidge’s veto of the 
postal salary increase bill, which was 
sustained. The president, in his veto 
message, insisted that the “approxi- 
mate’? amount of the revennes neces- 
sary to meet the salary increases 
should be provided in the same legis- 
Itaion and the rate provisions were 
incorporated to comply with this sug- 
gestion.

GUILTY OF 
FAKING 


Ios Angeles, January 30.—Fred 
Fulton, the modern nympty-dumpty, 
has stretched his gangling frame up- 


on the canvas of the ring for the last 
time. 

Fred pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $500 or spend 
250 days in jail when he was called 
up for trial here Frfday on a charge 
of violating the California boxing law 
in a fake fight with Kid Shine, alias 
Tony Fuente, alias, also, the Boy 
General. 

In pleading guilty, Fred admitted 
that he was not hurt but “took a 
dive” in the first round of the bout 
with Shine who, for that oceasion, 
was calling himself Tony Fuente. 
“he bout was held last November 
and the purpose was to make Fuente 
look like a great fighter so that he 
could demand a match with Jack 
Dempsey for the chamnvionship of the 
world. Reckoning that’ the inter- 
nation |- angle of a championship 
scrap between Dempsey and a Mexi- 
can would bring an enormous purse, 
Windy Winsor, the manager of 
Fuente, had sounded a loud ballyhoo 
for the bout. 

Dived Too Soon. 

Fulton poised himself and plunged 
to the canvas before Fuente could 
even give bim a tap on the elbow as 
an excuse for going down and the 
ringsiders instantly spotted the 
“knockout” as a fake. Winsor and 
Jack Reddy, codefendants of Fulton, 
refused to plead guilty when the case 
was called Friday and thev will be 
tried at once. Fuente left California 
shortly after the expose and has been 
fighting in Mexico City. He really 
has Mexican blood but his true habi- 
tat is Arizona. 

Fulton probably will pay the $500 
fine to avoid jail. However, he can- 
not avoid the consequences of being 
caught in the act at last and it ta 
moral certainty that the ringsiders 
have seen the last of Fred Fulton. 

Fulton was a good fighter with 
the heart of a cotton-tail rabbit. He 
was once a plasterer in Rochester, 
Minn. He became a pugilist in 19]3 
but he “discovered” himself by going 
four rounds in an exhibition matcf 
with Jess Willard in a small town 
when Willard was on tour with his 
circus, wringing the profits out of 
the world championship. 

A fight manager got hold of Fulton 
and managed to make it apnear that 
Fulton had almost stopped Willard. 

Had Good Hook. 

Fulton had a terrifie left hook 
to the body, and on the rare occasions 
when his various managers could con- 
vince him that he had a chance to 
win, he fought well, but usually he 
enterec the ring convinced that he 
was going to lose and mortally afraid 
of being hurt. 

After he had been beaten with 
one swipe both by Dempsey and Billy 
Miske, other managers tried to breed 
confidence in Fulton's skinny chest 
and trotted him out for comeback 
campaigns, but always he failed and 
at last he agreed to be a stepping 
stone for the advancement of Tony 
Fuente.

Bad debts may be deducted from 
gross income in computing net income 
only for the year in which they are 
ascertained to be worthless and 


charged off the books of the tax- 
payer. The necessity for this pro- 
vision f the law is obvious. If a 
bad debt were allowed as a deduction 
without requirements that it be 
charged off the books, the certainty 
of its worthlessness would be left 
open to question. If a bad debt 
were allowed as a deduction ir the 
year in which charged off, without 
regard to when it was axcertained tu 
be worthless, such charges could ‘ve 
unduly accumulated. 

The taxpayer should attach to his 
return a stat@ment showing the pro- 
priety of any deduction claimed for 
a bad debt. Where he surrounding 
circumstances’ show that a debt is 
worthless and uncollectible and that 
legal action, in all probability, would 
not avail, proof of these facts is suf- 
ficient evidence of its worthlessness. 

The difference between the face 
value of a nofe and the amount re- 
ceived in compromise is an allowable 
reduction, provided the debtor has no 


assets out of which the evtire amount 
may be collected by suit. However, 
where the debt is sompromised, the 
debtor oaving assets -ut of which the 
entire amount could ‘ave been col- 
lected through legal -.ction, the differ- 
ence between the amount received in 
compromise and the amount claimed, 
whether admitted or disputed, is nut 
an allowable deduction as a bad debt. 

Unpaid loans made to needy rela- 
tives with little or no expectation of 
their return are not leductible, but 
are regarded as gifts. Where a 
creditor continues to extend credit ta 
a debtor, a debt may not be charged 
off as worthless. If a debt is for- 
given it cannot be claimed. as it is 
then regarded as a gift, which is not 
an allowable deduction. A valid debt 
proved to be worthless is not always 
a proper deduction. For example, 
unpaid amounts representing wages, 
salaries, rentals, or similar items cf 
taxable income are not allowed as de- 
ductions unless included in the credi- 
tor’s return for the year in which 
such deduction is sought or in a pre- 
vious year. The fact that expected 
income was not received does not de- 
cre.se the amount of taxable income.

In judging the oratorica]l contest 
for high-school students of Georgia 
and the nation, which is sponsored 
in this state by The Constitution and 
the state High School association, 
and nationally by the American Bar 
- association, a system of low-point to- 
tals has been adopted as the standurd 
for the contest. 

Randolph Leigh, national director 
of the oratory contest, both in 1024— 
when Georgia did not take part—and 
thia year, in explaining the workings 
of this syste.n, states that school au- 
thorities may modify the system to 
suit their own requirements in the 
preliminary elimination contests held 
in the various schools. 

“Under this system,” says Mr. 
Leigh, “each judge rates every speak- 
er. The judges do not rate the 
Speakers according to some abstract 
ideal of the perfect orator, indicated 
by the mark or grade of 100, but 
simply according to the _ relative 
merits of the speakers on that par- 
tici‘ar program. They are to rate 
the speakers as one, two, three, four, 
five (if there are cnly five speakers), 
but are not to grade them. 

Illustration Given. 
“The following composite ballot il- 
Instrates the workings of this low- 
poiut-total system in a case where 
there are five speakers and _ three 
judges:

first by only one judge, is the winner 
ever Sims, who gut two out of three 
firsts.

“With the low-point-total system 
and an odd-number of judges a per- 
manent tie is impossible. Similarly 
only one ballot is necessary if the sys- 
tem is used in that logical fashion.

“Incidentally the low-point-total 
system is the only one which can be 
used with any degree of accuracy and 
satisfaction when there aré five, six 
or seven epeakers to be passed upon. 
“In arriving at their evaluations 
of each speaker the julges are not 
to study tke orations i: written form, 
but are to pass upon both composition 
and delivery as the spceches are de- 
livered, being mindful of %e fact 
that this is an oratorical and not an 
essay contest.” 

Any bona fide high school student, 
boy or girl, is eligible to enter this 
contest, provided they are not over 
19 years of age on February 1, 1925, 
and, insefar as Georgia is concerned, 
that they are residents of Georgia. 

Constitution’s Prizes. 

The Constitution has offered a 
series of cash prizes for the winners 
of the district and state contests in 
this state and, in the national con- 
test, which the Georgia winner wili 
enter, the American Bar association 
has provided -seven handsome casb 
prizes. 

After the school elimination con- 
tests, to be held on March 20, are 
over, the champion of each school 
will compete in the district contests 
on April 9 or 10. The twelve win- 
ners of these district contests will 
receive prizes of $15 each from The 
Constitution. These twelve will take 
part in the state finals, at Atlanta 
on April 24, at which Governor Wal 
ker will preside. The first prize, 
given by The Constitution, is $1,” 
and the second $20. 

The state winner will then take 
part in the zone finals at Nashville 
on May 1. On Mav 8 the winners in 
the seven zones into which the coun- 
try has been divided, will take part 
in the national finals at_ Washington, 
before President Coolidge, for which 
there are seven prizes, ranging from 
$2.000 to $300. 

The subjects for the orations, which 
must be original and not exceed ten 
minutes for delivery. are the federal 
constitution, or the relationship 
thereto of Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison, Hamilton, Marshall, Web- 
ster or Lincoln. 

Thousands of Georgia students al- 


ready are interested in this subject, 
preparing their orations and it is be- 
lieved probable that this year a Geor- 
gia boy or girl will at least go as far 
as the natienal finals and may carry 
off first prize as the best high school 
orator in the United States today. 


10 GEORGIA OFFICIALS

“At Moultrie. Ga., in giving a 12- 
menths sentence to Leonard Scoft, ne- 
gra, the only person convicted at 
the present term of Colquitt superior 
court on a charge of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, Judge W. E. Thomas, 
of the southern circuit, characterized 
the pocket pistol “as an implement 
of murder and a menace to civuiza- 
tion.” 

“In some counties, removed from 
the cities,” Judge Thomas said, “pub- 
lie sentiment has built a wall against 
the presence of the pistol, and the 
Jaws against having pistols have been 
rigidly and _ successfully enforced ; 
homicides have almost discontinued. 

‘““We recall in days past when in 
one country county in Georgia the 
use of pistols was more general, that 

there were nine indictments for mur- 
der tried in one session of court. In 
the same county today public senti- 
ment has practically banished the pis- 
tol, and an indictment for murder is 


re. 

“The situation growing out of ‘pis- 
tol-toting’ in the large cities is nothing 
short of appalling. Dense populations 
afford a shelter for murderers, robbers, 
burglars and thieves. Take Fulton 
cottaty, for instance. If every pis- 
fol was removed from that county, 
Atlanta—in so far as crimee 
of violence are concerned—would be 
a new and different city.

Advances Suggestion. 

Advocating -the disfranchisement of 

rsons convicted of felony or rob- 
very in any form and the withdrawal 
of the right to bear arms by these 
persons, Dr. J. H. Goss, Sr., retired 
Atlanta physician, Friday added his 
voice to The Constitution’s crusade 
against crime through the unrestricted 
sale and advertisement of pistols.

Chattanooga's city council] has post- 
poned until February 16 its contem- 
plated action to condemn a etreet 
right-of-way through the Georgia- 
owned railroad terminals in that city, 
according to information received Fri- 
day by Attorney General George M. 
Napier. Georgia is preparing to fight 
this move on the part of the Tennessee 
city and before the date for final ac 
tion arrives will have taken necessary 
legal steps, Mr. Napier stated. 


Colonel W. L. Frierson, prominent 
Chattanooga attorney, who has been 
retained to assist the state of Georgia 
in any litigation which may arise on 
this controversy, was watching the in- 
terests of the state when the Chatta- 
nooga city council met Friday, it was 
stated. Georgia will immediately ap- 
ply for an injunction and will carry 
the case to the highest court if neces- 
sury to protect the state’s interests. 

Word also was received at the cap- 
itol Friday that a bill had been intro- 
duced in the Tennessee legislature, now 
in session at Nashville, seeking to give 
the city of Chattanooga the right of 
eminent domain so that it may con- 
demn for public use property that is 
already in public service. It is evi- 
dent that this measure is aimed at the 
Georgia-owned W. & A. properties, it 
was stated. Attorney General Napier 
said that the state would meet this or 
any other emergency which may arise. 
While he did not intimate the line 
the state would take, it is generally 
understood that an effort would be 
made to secure an in/inction in the 
federal court, a method which was 
used successfully in defeat of a pre- 
| vious attempt by Chattanooga to en- 
force similar condemnation proceed- 
ings. 


BOLL WEEVIL ALARM 
SOUNDED BY WARD 


Athens, Ga., January 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Declaring that boll weevils 
are more prevalent this year than in 
1925, although farmers are ignoring 
the menace that faces them this year, 
the address of F. G. Ward, weevil- 
control expert, of Athens, was the 
feature of today’s session of Farmers’ 
week conference being he'd here. 


Have More Weevils. 


“We had more weevils go into win- 
ter headquarters last fall than we dig 
in the fall of 1923 and unless we have 
zero or near zero weather before the 
Winter is over we will have a. great 
many to come out of winter quarters,” 
Mr. Ward said. 


Continuing discussion of the subject 
of boll weevil control, Mr. Ward 
said that “it will be advisable to urge 
the farmers to look for weevils before 
squares appear, and begin to use con: 
trol measures if weevils are present. 
Pre-square control measures that can 
be used are: A family having only 
one or two acres may pick off all the 
weevils every day and keep them 
down, families with slightly larger 
acreage may use a home-made liquid 
mixture but those having very large 
acreage will need the dust. 


Advises Calcium Arsenate. 


“If weevils are thick late in the 
summer, the only satisfactory direct 


| control measure is dusting with calei- 


um arsenate. Hand picking and the 
use of home-made liquid mixtures will 
not be effective after squares appear.’

Washington, January <30.—The 


idge’s agricultural commission, made 
public this week, together with a re- 
quest that congress enact them into 
law at this session, point toward 
something new just ahead of us in 
American politics and business. 

Anyone who follows closely the 
current developments in governm: ut 
and business in America must recog- 
nize the beginning of this trend. An 
essential part of the trend is that 
government and business, including 
ggriculture, agree upon it. 

This sympathetic cooperation is it- 
self a definite condition of the era 
on which we are entering. The put- 
pose of it, as yet, is partly instine 
tive, and not fully defined even in the 
minds of all the leaders of it. but 
it is apparent that government and 
practically all lines of business in 
the United States are coming together 
in an impulse ‘of mutual self-protec- 
tion to meet the conditions of world 
- trade arising out of the economic re- 
habilitation of Europe and its in- 
creasing activity. 

Policy of Withdrawal. 

The policy which Ameria is mov- 
ing toward, as yet gropingly, is one 
of withdrawing to itself, making it- 
self a self-contained country, and try- 
ing to maintain our high standard of 
living by avoiding the competition in 
Europe, in either the roe of buyer 
or seller. A fairly certain result of 
that policy should express itself short- 
ly in advocacy of a tariff that wil] 
be protective beyond the previous 
standards of protective tariffs. 

The recommendations of the agricul 
tural commission include this: 

“The American farmer can neither 
compete with imported agricultural 
products, nor can he compete in for 
eign markets for the sale of his prod- 
ucts at world price levels,” created 
by foreign wages and standards 
living. This means that the Ameri- 
can farmer is to get out of ,Europe, 
both as a buyer and as a seller. That 

licy runs counter to the former farm 
eadership, which looked to the revi- 
val of Europe as a rivival of the 
market for American farm products. 

Protection For Farmer. 

Running parallel to this is the 
theory that the American farmer 
should. at once have complete pro- 
tection for his own products and also 
be tolerant of complete prctection for 
everybody else, the whole looking to 
a high standard of living for every- 
body in America. 

In the talk that Secretary Hoover 
made to this same agricultural com- 
mission last week, he said we should 
“maintain a tariff on agricultural 
products on sucli a basis as will™stim- 
ulate domestic production, and, I may 
add, this may be done at no conse- 
quential charge upon the consumer iu 
proportion to his gains from a nation- 
al policy of this character. The ap- 
plication of tariff principles should 
provide for agriculture the same value 
in stimulating domestic production 
as has been the casé in industry. The 
second direction must be the devel- 
opment of increased domestic con- 
sumption of agricultural products per 
hg of population. This can only 
take place through development of 
a higher general buying power. In 
other words, a higher standard 
living of the whole population. In 
turn, this can only be brought about 
by the elimination of waste and in- 
crease in efficiency in our whole pro- 
duction and distribution system. Then

Will Protect Manufacturers. 

It is inherent in the policy which 
the agricultural commission recom- 
mended that the high standard of 
living in America, voth for farmers 
and for everybody else, be kept secure 
by a tariff on manufactures sufficient 
to safeguard America against compe: 
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States 
of All World 


Soe of some farm leaders for years 
past, namely, that the tariff o@manu- 
factures should be revised downward 
so as to bring about lower prices fo: 
what the farmer buys. 

This new policy proposed by the 
agricultural commission looks to two 
ends. One is that the American farm: 
er should cease to raise any more 
of any commodity than he can sell in 
America. To many farmers, it will 
come as a startling suggestion that 
he should cease, for example, to raise 
wheat for export. The cotton-raising 
states will be surprised at any de- 
vice to ignore the foreign market 
But competent judges in Washington 
say the rest of the world is already 
tending to buy less and less of the 
American cotton crop, and to turn for) 
Ms supply to countries where it ean 
be raised by lower-priced labor. 


Cease To Buy Abroad. 


The other end of the new policy is 
that America should cease to buy 
any agricultural products from abroad, 
and: that we should adopt tariffs,suf. 
ficient to stimulate the raising im 
America of everything we consume. 
Presumably, sugar is one of the im- 
portant products this part of the 
policy would affect. 

This tendency toward America 
turning in on itself to become a self. 
contained unit with all the trades 
mutually protective as against Bu- 
rope is under way in other fields be 
sides farming. Last week, C. W. 
Barron, the owner of several finan- 
cial journals, spoke of our protec- 
tive tariff as one “that must be raised 
unless wages in other countries are 
raised,” and reported that “Belgian 
rails are refused in the United State» 
at $10 a ton below the domestie price 
because railroads must protect the 
American steel industries that give 
them -> Jarge a proportion of their 
traffic. But street railways and 
building trades may yet bid for for- 
eign steel, unless foreign wages ad. 
vance or the American tariff is ad. 
vanced.” 

It is reasonable to predict that the 
tariff question is ahead of us in a 
form it has not hitherto . had in 
America. One wonders how long it 
will be before democratic leaders of 
the old schaovl take notice ef thig 
trend. 


LEAGUE COUNCIL 
OPENS DOORTOU.S. 


Geneva, January 30.—The door to 
the council of the league of nations 
has been swung open to admit the 
United States. This has been done 
with the complete approval of a 
plenipotentiary representative of the 
United States, whose signature doubt- 


less will be affixed to the agreement 
when the times comes. 

Between the council chamber and 
an American representative, however, 
stands the formidable bulk of the 
United States senate. 

A provision was adopted Friday 
by the league’s narcotic conference 
whereby the United States would sit 
in the council along with one other 
non-member, Germany, for the pur- 
pose of nominating seven experts to 
administer the control of the traffic 
in narcotics. 

The adoption of the international 
board method of controlling the truf- 
fic is regarded as the greatest vi-- 
tory of Stephen G. Porter, the Ameri- 
saa delegate to the league opium par- 
eys. 

Under the provision adopted Fri- 
day, the United States would.official- 
ly and actually participate in the 
council. 

Already the United States has par- 
ticipated in various league commis- 
sions and international conferences, 
while many prominent Americans 
have accepted important appoint- 
ments from the league. Among the 
latter are George W. Wickersham, on 
the commission for ‘the codification 
of international law; Jeremiah Smith, 
of Boston, in charge of the recon- 
struction of Hungary, and C, P. 
Howland, of New York, a “member of

Severe cross-examination by the 
state failed to shake his story of be 
ing awakened by an intruder, graj- 
pling with him in the dark, finally 
routing him and then finding his wife 
murdered in her bed in an adjoining 
room. 

Following the “‘ross-examination 
the state introduced a number of re- 
buttal witnesses, and then rested its 
case. Arguments of: both sides will 
be completed Saturday and the case 
will go to the jury Saturday night, 
it is predicted. 

During his appearance on 
stand, Dr. Edwards avowed an 
tense love for his young wife. “‘‘l 
loved my wife dearly and had noth- 
ing whatsoever to do with her deatp,” 
he declared in. answer to a question. 

“Il war awakened when a_ flash- 
light was shone on my face.” Dr. Ea- 
wards related Friday. “and imme- 
diately struck out in the dark witn 
my right hand. A pistol fired and I 
felt a stinging in my left *hand, 

“Tl grabbed my revolver from un- 
der my pillow and chased the in- 
truder down the dark hall and out 
the back door, firing three shots at 
him. 

“I then went into my wife’s room 
and saw her lying on the bed in a 
pool of blood, beaten to death. ‘The 
odor of chloroform was in the air.’ 

During the cross-examination 1)r. 
Edwards admitted that although he 
was not sure his wife was dead, he 
put on his shoes and bathrobe anil 
went to call for help without trying 
to give her medical aid. The defense, 
however, appeared the victor in the 
cross-examination. 

A number of affectionate letters 
from Mrs. Edwards to her hushand 
were introduced before the defense 
rested its case. ,
